Identified  in  purpose  and  character  in  time  of  war  and 
peace,  in  the  munificent  contributions  made  by  both  to 
the  support  of  the  Xational  arm  when  the  rude  shock  of 
Rebellion  threatened  the  overthrow  of  the  Government, 
we  had  always  entertained  a  mutual  feeling  of  regard  and 
respect,  but  more  especially  is  this  so  now,  since  our  meet- 
ing together  in  the  character  of  friends  and  social  com- 
panions.

The  Albany  Zouave  Cadets,  Co.  A,  Tenth  Regiment, 
commanded  by  Capt.  L.  U.  Lennox,  have  been  making1 
extensive  arrangements  for  a  grand  military  excursion  this 
fall.  On  Monday  night  they  adopted  a  resolution  to  go  to 
Rochester,  and  to  be  absent  four  days.  The  Zouave  Cadets 
are  one  of  the  finest  organizations  connected  with  the 
National  Guard  ol'  the  state.  It  was  organized  soon  alter 
the  appearance  of  Col.  Elsworth's  celebrated  Zouaves  in 
the  city,  and  embraces  many  of  the  finest  young  men  of 
our  city.  The  company  experienced  hard  service  under 
Gen.  Banks  in  his  Louisiana  campaign.  The  members  are 
all  young  men  of  means,  which  is  the  grand  principle  of  a 
substantial  and  well  regulated  organization.  As  regards 
discipline,  the  Zouave  Cadets  stand  second  to  none  in  the 
state.     Their  beautiful  French  uniform  has  no  superior  in 


a  military  point  of  view.  Therefore,  the  members,  their 
uniform  and  their  discipline  being  of  the  first  order,  com- 
bined with  the  fact  that  no  member  is  allowed  to  taste 
intoxicating'  drink  while  in  uniform,  renders  the  company 
one  of  the  finest  representations  that  our  ancient  old  city 
could  possibly  send  forth  to  receive  hospitalities  of  a  strange 
community.  They  are  a  credit  to  the  city  of  Albany,  and 
to  the  National  Guard  of  the  state,  and  we'll  guaranty 
that  our  sentiments  will  be  the  universal  expression  of 
every  stranger  who  beholds  them.  The  Cadets  are  now 
drilling  for  the  occasion,  and  will  leave  the  city  about  the 
1st  of  October.     May  they  have  a  trip  of  unalloyed  pleasure.

The  Evening  Journal  of  a  later  date  refered  to  the  Cadets'  "  Roll  of  Honor"' 
in  the  following  terms: 

rpiIE  Albany  Zouave  Cadets  have  reason  to  be  proud  of 
X  their  record  during  the  war.  Their  representatives  have 
won  distinction  in  almost  every  battle  field  from  Bull  Run 
down  to  the  surrender  of  Lee,  Among  those  of  its  mem- 
bers, living  and  dead,  who  have  won  renown,  were  Major 
Bogart,  Adjutant  Richard  M.  Strong,  Major  Pruyn,  Colonels 
Townsend  and  Jackson.  Lieutenant  Colonel  T remain,  Major 
Springsteed,  Lieutenants  Hill,  Orr  and  Russell,  and  many 
others.  Many  members  of  the  company  have  also  entered 
the  naval  service,  while  most  have  held  commissions  in 
the  army.  The  number  commissioned  in  the  United  States 
service  from  this  company  from  May,  1861,  to  October  31st, 
1864,  was  $cc<rr>fyztirc.  This  is  exclusive  of  those  who  have 
received  commissions  since,  and  those  who  have  gone  into 
the  service  as  non-commissioned  officers  and  men.

OCIIESTER  overflowed  with  welcome  and  good  cheer 
last  night.  So  much  a  matter  of  course  have  banquets 
and  feastings  and  welcomings  become,  tliat  —  at  least  last 
evening  —  it  was  a  subject  of  embarrassment  to  choose  be- 
tweeirtwo:  and  the  question  of  the  day  that  agitated  all  par- 
ties was  ih  which  banquet  ?  "  The  welcome  extended  by  the 
Blues  to  their  Albany  guests  culminated  last  evening  in  a 
generous  supper,  with  the  usual  accompaniments  of  music 
and  speeches,  at  the  Osburn  House.  The  dining  hall  was 
elegantly  decorated  with  flags  in  superabundance,  mottoes 
of  welcome,  and  in  particular  a  large  full  length  portrait 
of  Washington,  in  front  of  which  the  Chairman  of  the 
evening,  Chas.  A.  Dewey,  Esq.,  took  his  seat.  "When  the 
supper  had  received  ample  justice  at  the  hands  of  some 
hundred  and  more  guests,  the  more  intellectual  ceremonies 
of  the  evening  were  introduced  by  the  award  of  the  gold 
medal  of  the  Zouaves  to  the  best  shot  of  the  day.  Capt. 
Lennox  struck  the  target  —  a  hundred  yards  —  at  each 
shot,  with  the  following  success  :  3J,  6-J,  14],  inches  from 
the  center  of  the  bull's  eye.  "Waiving  his  claim,  however, 
the  Captain  brought  the  next  best  marksman  into  notice, 
and  to  him  the  medal  was  awarded,  for  the  following 
shots,  two  out  of  three  : 

E.  Hart,  2J,  7]  ;  the  first  shot  being  the  best  of  the  day. 
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The  following  are  the  names  with  the  shots  of  the  next 
three  marksmen : 

J.  3ST.  Foster  — 6,6J;  J-  Gavit,  5,101-;  W-  J-  Killip  —  4, 
13}.     G.  "W".  Shepard  made  one  shot  of  21  inches. 

Apropos,  the  afternoon  was  an  entire  success.  After 
the  target  shoot  the  Zouaves  and  the  Blues  lunched  at 
the  Stutson,  and  then  took  a  short  excursion  upon  the 
lake  by  the  steamer  Ontario.  When  they  returned  the 
Canadians  were  just  coming  in  on  the  Corinthian,  and  the 
Blues  extended  to  them  all  the  military  courtesies  fitting 
the  occasion.  The  musical  entertainment  at  the  lake  was 
exceedingly  fine,  and  as  the  afternoon  was  fair,  every  body 
and  his  wife  enjoyed  himself,  herself  and  itself  to  the  in- 
tensest  degree. 

The  toasts  of  the  evening  were  : 

1.  Our  Albany  friends,  our  invited  guests,  and  their 
friends. 

Responded  to  by  Chas.  E.  Smith,  Esq.,  of  the  Albany 
Express,  with  a  speech  in  behalf  of  the  modest  Captain 
and  a  toast : 

2.  To  the  Union  Blues  —  Far  from  blue  themselves,  they 
always  drive  away  the  blues  from  all  whom  they  meet. 

This  called  up  Major  Charley  Hill,  with  one  of  his 
characteristic  stories,  and  a  joke  for  the  Albanians. 

3.  Governor  Fenton  of  Xew  York. — Acknowledged  by 
Brigadier  General  Marvin  of  the  Governor's  start'. 

4.  The  Army  and  Xavy  —  By  Major  General  Robinson, 
U.  S.  A.,  and  George  Dawson,  Esq.,  of  the  Albany  Eccnlng 
Journal,  the  latter  of  whom  gave  some  very  interesting 
reminiscences  of  the  early  military  history  of  the  Empire 
State. 
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5.  The  Heroes  of  the  War —  By  Col.  James  McQuade. 
At  this  point  letters  were  read  from  several  gentlemen 

in  Albany  who  had  been  invited  to  share  the  hospitalities 
of  the  Blues  with  the  Cadets;  and  after  a  song,  exquisitely 
sung,  from  Col.  McQuade,  Mr.  Macomber  was  called  out 
and  made  a  few  remarks,  closing  with  the  toast: 

6.  The  Memory  of  the  Dead  of  both  Organizations. 
After  this   the  entire  assembly  joined   in  singing  the 

hymn  America,  with  which  the  ceremonies  of  the  occasion 
concluded. 

A  number  of  other  volunteer  toasts  were  heartily  given 
in  the  course  of  the  evening,  and  as  heartily  responded  to 
by  various  speakers.  We  regret  that  our  space  compels 
the  omission  of  a  more  detailed  report.  Several  songs 
were  interpersed  with  the  more  sedate  exercises,  and  what 
with  speech  and  song,  music  instrumental,  and  food  phy- 
sical, the  evening  with  the  day  will  be  long  cherished  in 
the  memory  of  our  own  people,  and  we  trust  in  the  recol- 
lection also  of  the  military  gentlemen  to  whom  Rochester 
is  indebted  for  a  delightful  relaxation  from  one  day's 
cares.

npHE  dinner  given  by  the  Union  Blues  in  honor  of  the 
J.  Albany  Zouave  Cadets  took  place  last  evening  at  the 
Osburn  House.  At  the  hour  appointed  the  two  companies 
assembled  at  the  Union  Blues'  Boom  and  marched  to  the 
Osburn  House  Dining  Hall,  where  the  tables  groaned  with 
"  creature  comforts "  and  good  things  too  numerous  to 
mention.  Besides  the  members  of  the  two  organizations, 
there  were  present,  as  guests,  Maj.  Gen.  Robinson,  Gen. 
Marvin,  Gen.  Bowers,  Gen.  Fairehild,  Maj.  A.  T.  Lee, 
Col.  McQuade,  of  Utiea,  Capt  Churr,  Geo.  Dawson,  of 
the  Evening  Journal,  and  a  number  of  civilians,  members 
of  the  press  and  others.     Some  250  sat  down  to  the  tables. 

Mr.  Thrall  never  does  things  by  halves,  and  on  this 
occasion  out  did  himself  in  catering  for  the  appetites  of  his 
guests. 

The  Hall  was  beautifully  and  tastefully  decorated  and 
festooned  with  flags.  Opposite  the  entrance  was  a  beauti- 
ful banner  with  the  words  : 

""Welcome,  Albany  Zouave  Cadets!" 


And  underneath  an  eagle  and  shield.     On  one  end  of  the 
Hall  the  motto  of  the  Blues  — 

"  Ducit  Amor  Patriae." 

And  on  the  other  a  life-size  painting  of  Washington. 


After  having  relieved  the  tables  of  a  portion  of  their 
burden,  and  satisfied  their  appetites  with  the  good  tilings 
spread  before  them,  Capt.  Lennox,  of  the  Zouaves,  said  the 
Urst  business  would  be  the  presentation  of  the  Gold  Medal 
to  the  best  shot  at  the  target;  and  called  upon  Maj.  Lee 
to  make  the  presentation.  ^ 

Maj.  Lee  said  that  the  best  shot  was  made  by  Capt. 
Lennox,  who  hit  the  target  throe  times;  but,  the  Captain 
waiving  his  claim  to  the  prize,  the  medal  would  be  pre- 
sented to  the  second  best. 

L)r.  Backus  announced  E.  Hart  as  the  next  best ;  where- 
upon Maj.  Lee  presented  the  beautiful  Gold  Medal  to 
him. 

Mr.  Hart  said,  in  taking  the  medal,  he  would  not  only 
wear  it  for  the  honor  done  him  by  his  comrades,  but  also 
as  it  would  serve  to  remind  him  of  the  Union  Blues. 

Music  by  Xewmams  Band.' 

Mr.  Dewey,  of  the  Blues,  as  presiding  officer,  then 
made  a  few  remarks  pertinent  to  the  occasion.  He  re- 
joiced that  the  Zouaves  had  made  their  forward  movement 
to  our  city, —  that  they  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  them 
in  social  intercourse.  He  bid  them  welcome,  and  placed 
the  Blues  entirely  at  their  disposal  while  here.  He  would 
a-ive  as  the  first  sentiment  of  the  evening, 

*b  Our  Albany  Zouaves  and  Invited  Guests." 

Charles  E.  Smith,  upon  call,  responded  to  the  senti- 
ment. He  said  that  office  belonged  to  the  Captain,  but 
he  undoubtedly-  thought  that  hitting  the  target  three  times 
to-day  was  enough  for  him,  and  the  speech  making  must 
be  done  by  some  one  else.  He  spoke  in  high  terms  of 
Capt.  Lennox,  who  fought  in  that  memorable    campaign 
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which  ended  with  the  capture  of  Fort  Hudson.  The 
Zouaves  felt  exceedingly  glad  that  they  were  here  to  re- 
ceive.this  handsome  entertainment  at  the  hands  of  the 
Blues.  They  had  entitled  themselves  to  the  lasting  re- 
gards of  the  Cadets.  They  should  never  forget  their  ex- 
cursion to  Charlotte,  the  target  shoot,  the  beautiful  sail  on 
Lake  Ontario,  and  the  many  attentions  shown  them.  He 
gave  in  conclusion  : 

"  The  Union  Blues  —  Far  from  blue  themselves,  they  also 
drive  the  blues  from  all  they  meet.  Their  generous  and 
opulent  hospitality  is  highly  appreciated,  and  whenever 
opportunity  oilers  will  be  heartly  reciprocated.5' 

Chas.  B.  Hill,  Ex-Captain  Union  Blues,  responded  to 
this  toast.  He  had  been  to  the  Canadian  Banquet.  It 
was  a  nice  little  party  —  wanted  to  annex — would  annex 
all  there  was  at  the  Brackett  J  louse.  lie  had  seen  but 
little  of  the  Cadets  as  yet,  but  had  heard  a  remark  in  the 
street  "that  they  marched  I) — -ish  well  for  Albany  boys.'"' 
On  inquiring  why  Albany  hoys  couldn't  march  as  well  as 
any  others,  he  received  the  reply — "That  men  who  live 
on  a  side  hill  generally  have  one  leg  shorter  than  the 
other."' 

He  was  glad  to  meet  the  Zouaves  —  glad  the  Blues  had 
such  a  line  opportunity  in  mingling  and  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  them.     For  himself  he  could  say: — ■ 

"Thus,  from  childhood's  earliest  hour, 
I  have  seen  my  fondest  hopes  decay; 
I  never  made  a  barrel  of  flour, 

But  saw  it  marked  and  roiled  away.  " 

He  then,  by  particular  request,  told  a  story  which  brought 
down  the  house.     lie  crave  as  a  sentiment  — 
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"The  Governor  of  the  state  of  Xew  York." 

This  was  responded  to  by  Brig-.  Gen.  Marvin.  He  was 
proud  to  respond  to  this  sentiment.  Tie  eulogized  the 
Governor  for  his  supervision  of  internal  affairs.  He  spoke 
of  his  onerous  duties  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Militia, 
and  the  ability  with  which  they  were  performed.  There 
are  here  among  you  to-night  many  noble  sons  who  had 
gone  out  and  fought  the  battles  of  our  country,  and  returned 
with  lasting  honors.  Xow  peace  reigned  throughout  the 
land,  and  we  are  here  to  enjoy  it,  and  to  thank  those  who 
were  instruments  in  bringing  it  about.  He  thanked  the 
assemblage,  in  the  name  of  the  Governor,  for  the  honor 
conferred  upon  him. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  the  Band  played  "Hail 
to  the  Chief." 

The  next  toast  given  was  — 

"  The  Army  and  Xavy.  " 

Maj.  Gen.  Robinson  was  loudly  called  upon  to  respond 
to  this  sentiment,  which  he  did  in  some  very  appropriate 
remarks.  He  was  not  a  talking  man.  His  life  was  one  of 
acts,  and  not  of  words.  During  the  last  four  years,  the 
army  and  navy  had  spoken  for  itself,  through  the  rattle  of 
musketry  and  the  booming  of  cannon.  He  called  upon 
Major  Lee  for  a  song. 

The  Major  sang  —  "Frolicky  Lee."  —  WMeh  was  very 
appropriate  to  the  last  sentiment. 

Geo.  Dawson,  of  the  Evening  Journal,  was  called  upon, 
as  a  member  of  the  press,  for  a  speech. 

He  said — It  seemed  very  strange  to  him  to  be  welcomed 
to  the  city  of  Rochester,  hi  olden  times  it  used  to  be  his 
place  to  welcome  guests  —  in  times  when  your  fathers  were 
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soldiers  —  when  the  Light  Infantry  was  commanded  by 
Captain  Smith,  and  the  Grays  by  Cant.  Sam.  Jones,  after 
by  Capt.  Sam  Drake.  lie  was  a  drummer  boy  then:  .Bill 
Bascom  was  bass  drummer.  After  general  training  they 
had  a  habit  of  holding  an  oyster  supper,  and  the  best  saloon 
was  on  the  tow-path.  Col.  Xewton  was  their  field  officer 
then,  and  he  still  lives;  the  old  infantry  company  has  passed 
away.  A  sword  was  presented  to  Capt.  Smith,  and  his  son 
wore  it  in  this  war,  was  wounded,  and  is  now  drawing  a 
pension.  Xext  in  order  was  a  company  commanded  by 
Captain  Buchan,  to  which  he  afterwards  had  the  honor  of 
being  Captain.  From  a  visit  to  Buffalo,  originated  "Wil- 
liams' Light  Infantry  and  the  Union  Grays;  one  com- 
manded by  Maj.  John  Williams,  and  the  other  by  the 
lamented  Gen.  Swan.  lie  spoke  of  the  hospitalities  given 
by  these  companies  to  visitors,  and  was  glad  to  see  the 
practice  kept  up.  It  was  kept  up  by  force  of  habit.  He 
spoke  of  the  press.  It  had  been  said  the  "Pen  is  mightier 
than  the  Sword,*'  but  during  the  last  four  years  the  sword 
had  been  mightier  than  the  pen,  and  had  done  more  than 
could  be  written  in  four  scores  years.     lie  gave: 

"  The  Army  and  Navy  —  the  best  expounders  of  inter- 
national law  to  those  who  are  unwilling  to  understand  it." 
The  band  played  :i  Home,  Sweet  Home." 
"Heroes  of  this  War"  was  responded  toby  Col.  Me 
Quade.  lie  was  glad  to  meet  with  the  military  of  Loch- 
ester.  He  could  plainly  see  that  v*  This  cruel  war  was 
over,"  by  the  representatives  of  the  army  present.  He 
made  some  happy  remarks  and  cracked  some  jokes  in  his 
usual  felicitous  manner.  He  did  not  want  any  reporter  to 
publish  what  he  said,  especially  lie  of  the  Democrat,  for  he 


did  not  want  to  be  made  one  of  his  Butts.  He  was  for- 
merly commander  of  tlie  Utica  Citizens'  Corps.  He  raised 
a  company  for  the  war,  and  when  he  got  to  Albany  it 
expanded  into  a  regiment,  which  he  Lad  the  honor  to  com- 
mand. He  fought  side  by  side  with  the  old  13th  at  Hano- 
ver Court  House  and  at  Malvern  Hill,  and  was  very  glad 
to  be  in  Rochester  to  mingle  among  the  old  friends  he  had 
fought  with.  He  thought  the  preservation  of  the  Union 
was  due  to  the  citizen  soldiers,  in  raising  and  training  men 
for  the  army.     He  gave  : 

"The  Citizen  Soldiers — the  true  noblemen  of  the  re- 
public/' 

Gen.  Fairchild  responded  to  this  sentiment.  He  spoke 
of  his  connection  with  the  military  of  Rochester,  and  the 
service  rendered  the  country  by  those  belonging  to  it.

Sergt.  Burhans  was  then  presented  by  Major  Lee  with

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an  elegant  leather  medal  for  the  poorest  shot  at  the  target. 
This  produced  much  merriment,  and  w-  he  said  not  a  word." 

Col.  McQuade  sang  a  song,  and  Major  Hill  told  another 
story,  in  his  usual  inimitable  style,  both  of  which  added 
greatly  to  the  hilarity  of  the  occasion. 

Mr.  Macomber  was  called  upon  by  Mr.  Dewey,  and 
responded  by  making  a  neat  and  appropriate  speech.  He 
spoke  very  feelingly  of  our  late  civil  war,  its  cost  in  the 
blood  of  some  of  our  noblest  young  men,  and  concluded 
by  offering 

'*  The  memory  of  the  dead  of  the  Albany  Zouave  Cadets 
and  Rochester  Union  Blues.." 

Col.  McQuade  being  loudly  called  for  then  sang  another 
song. 

The  Glee  Club  sang  America  which  was  joined  in  by 
all  present,  and  the  meeting  then  adjourned.  ** 

Xo  liquor  was  used  on  this  occasion,  and  from  what  we 
could  observe  we  should  think  there  was  no  need  of  stim- 
ulants, for  all  seemed  to  enjoy  themselves  to  the  utmost. 
As  for  ourselves  we  never  attended  a  pleasanter  or  more- 
agreeable  gathering. 

A  large  number  of  the  Cadets  visited  the  opera  house  in 
the  evening,  and  were  politely  informed  that  "  Albany 
money  was  not  good."  The  best  seats  in  the  house  were 
placed  at  their  disposal  by  the  manager.

DURIXG  the  greater  portion  of  yesterday  the  Albany 
visitors  were  escorted,  individually  and  in  parties  of 
from  two  to  six,  to  various  places  about  the  city,  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Union  .Blues.  They  seemed  to  be  enjoying  them- 
selves tolerably,  as  far  as  our  observation  extended.  Xo 
effort  was  omitted  on  the  part  of  Blues  to  make  their  stay 
in  Rochester  pleasant. 

At  4  o'clock  P.  M.  both  companies  turned  out  for  a 
street  parade,  and  made  a  very  tine  appearance.  A  large 
number  of  people  were  in  the  streets.  An  immense  crowd 
congregated  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  Hall,  in  front  of 
which,  after  the  parade,  the  Cadets  had  a  drill  in  company 
movements  and  in  the  manual  of  arms.  The  precision 
and  uniformity  of  their  movements  excited  universal  ad- 
miration, and  they  were  frequently  applauded.  We  no- 
ticed a  good  many  prominent  military  men  among  the 
spectators. 

After  supper,  at  the  Osburn  House,  the  Cadets  began  to 
make  preparations  for  departure.  They  assembled  in  the 
large  Hall  of  the  Osburn  House,  and  the  magnificent  band 
which  accompanied  them  performed  several  airs,  which 
were  listened  to  with  great  pleasure  by  a  crowd  of  people 
in  and  around  the  house.  Cheers  were  given  by  the 
company  for  the  Union  Blues,  the  citizens  of  Rochester, 
and  Mr.  Thrall,  the  proprietor  of  the  Osburn  House,  and 
there  was  a  general  exchange  of  individual  courtesies  be- 
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tween   the   Ro chest erians  and  Albanians   in   the  way  of 
leave-taking. 

At  8  o'clock  p.  M.  the  visitors  were  escorted  by  the 
Blues  to  the  depot,  where  another  great  multitude  was 
assembled.  The  Cadets  entered  the  cars,  and  soon  the 
train  be  scan  to  move,  amid  cheers  and  other  demonstra- 
tions  of  good  will,  to  which  they  responded.  Before  this 
paper  reaches  our  readers  i\\Qj  will  doubtless  have  arrived 
at  home.  May  we  not  hope  that  they  will  cherish  a 
friendly  regard  for  the  numerous  friends  they  have  made 
in  Rochester?  It  is  certain  that  their  visit  will  lonsr  be 
remembered  with  pleasure  in  this  city. 

The  Albany  Zouave  Cadets  and  the  Rochester  Union 
Blues  afford  most  creditable  specimens  of  our  volunteer 
military  organizations.  Both  companies  are  made  up  of 
young  American  gentlemen,  who  command  the  respect 
and  esteem  of  their  fellow  citizens  of  every  degree.  Some 
of  their  members  have  served  their  country  bravely  on 
many  battle  fields,  and  all,  we  doubt  not,  are  prepared 
now  and  henceforth  to  uphold  the  nation's  honor  and  its 
flag.  We  were  proud  to  have  our  Canadian  visitors  see 
two  such  bodies  of  citizen  soldiery,  and  regard  it  as  a 
fortunate  thing  that  the  two  excursions  took  place  at  the 
same  time.

looking  party  on  parade.  A  number  of  invited  guests  were 
with  them,  among  them  Gen.  Robinson,  with  George  Daw- 
son Esq.,  and  one  or  two  other  Albany  editors.  The  party 
were  joined  here  by  Aid.  John  X.  Parker,  of  Albany,  also 
an  invited  guest.  He  was  escorted  to  t}\c  cars  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  "Utica  Crib"  in  force.  The  Cadets  are  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Lennox,  and  were  accompanied  by  the 
Fort  Columbus's  band  of  twenty  pieces  and  a  drum  corps.

The  Rochester  Express  of  Tuesday  evening  announces  the 
arrival  of  the  Cadets  in  that  city  as  follows: 

The  Albany  Zouave  Cadets  and  a  few  invited  guests, 
together  with  their  band,  arrived  this  moraine:  according 
to  programme.

The  day  was  spent  on  the  lake  shore,  where  the  Cadets 
held  their  annual  target  shoot,  to  determine  who  should 
wear  the  gold  medal  during  the  ensuing  year.  Forty-four 
men  tried  their  skill,  the  target  being  set  up  at  a  distance 
of  one  hundred  yards.  Each  man  tired  three  shots.  TVe 
subjoin  the  score  made  by  the  five  best  marksmen.

Shepard  lodged  one  shot  at  2J  inches,  but  failed  to  hit  the 
target  again. 

Thirty-one  shots,  in  all,  struck  the  target.  Three  others 
penetrated  the  staff,  being  excellent  line,  shots. 

The  target  shooting  having  concluded,  the  companies 
marched  to  Beck's  vineyard,  by  invitation,  and  after  spend- 
ing a  short  time  there,  repaired  to  Stutson's,  where  they 
partook  of  a  handsome  collation.  Subsequently  they  made 
a  short  excursion  upon  the  lake  in  the  steamer  Ontario, 
Capt.  Estes.  They  returned  to  the  city  by  the  cars  in  the 
evening,  and  marched  from  the  depot  to  the  Blues'  Armory, 
where  they  deposited  their  arms.

At  half  past  nine  o'clock  the  Zouaves  were  entertained 
with  a  supper  at  the  Osburn  House,  by  the  Union  Blues. 
Beside  the  members  of  the  two  organizations,  there  were 
present  as  guests,  Gen.  Robinson,  Major  A.  T.  Lee,  Capt. 
•  Churr,  Col.  McQuade,of  Utica,  Gen  Powers,  Gen  Fairchild, 
and  a  number  of  civilians,  members  of  the  press  and  others. 
The  walls  of  the  room  were  beautifully  ornamented  with 
flags,  pictures  and  other  devices,  and  the  supper  was  £ood 
and  elegantly  served.  Probably  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty-live  persons  sat  at  the  tables.  Under  a  rule  alwavs 
observed  by  the  Blues  at  their  suppers,  no  wines  or  liquors 
were  on  the  tables,  and  less  dangerous  beverages  were  sub- 
stituted. 

The  evening  passed  off  happily,  and,  Ave  may  say,  hilari- 
ously.    TVit  and  sentiment  enlivened  the  feast,  and  after 
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the  substantiate  had  vanished  a  series  of  regular  and  vol- 
unteer toasts  elicited  addresses  from  a  number  of  gentlemen, 
interspersed  with  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  The  affair 
was  eminently  successful  in  all  its  features. 

Several  of  the  Cadets  visited  the  theatre  during  the  even- 
ing and  were  not  permitted  by  the  manager  to  pay  for 
admission.

The  Excursion  to  Rochester  —  Blue  Boys  that  are  not  Blue  — 
The  Target  Shoot  — Sailing  on  the  Lake—  The  Banquet  — 
At  Leisure — The  Grand  Parade  and  Brill  —  Homeward 
Bound. 

THE  Express  has  copied  from  the  Rochester  papers  some- 
what elaborate  accounts  of  the  excursion  of  the  Zouaves 
to  the  flour  city,  and  we  shall  now  give  only  a  running, 
rambling  sketch  of  the  delightful  visit.  The  brilliancy  of 
the  reception,  the  credit  with  which  the  Zouaves  acquitted 
themselves,  the  profuse  hospitality  of  the  Union  Blues,  the 
kindness  of  the  citizens,  certainly  deserve  this  at  least. 

Arriving  in  Rochester  about  5  o'clock  Tuesday  morning, 
the  company  was  met  by  a  delegation  of  the  Blues  and 
escorted,  while  the  moon  was  yet  shining  brightly,  to  the 
Osburn  House,  where  they  stopped  during  their  visit.  An 
hour  or  two  of  pleasant  intercourse  and  of  rambles  about 
town  was  followed  by  a  refreshing  breakfast,  and  the  for- 
mal reception.  At  10  o'clock  the  Blues  and  Cadets  started 
for  lake  Ontario,  whither  they  proceeded  on  the  cars.  The 
gaetts,  consisting  of  the  gallant  Major  General  Robinson, 
the  genial  Captain  Clmrr  of  his  staff,  General  Marvin  of 
the  governor's  staff,  Major  Lee,  Mr.  George  Dawson,  Aider- 
man  Parker,  Mr.  Edmund  Winne  and  one  or  two  others, 
went  down  in  carriages.     The  day  was  splendid.     The  sun 
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slionc  with  a  brilliant  clearness,  and  the  air  was  warm  and 
balmy.  The  ride  down  Lake  Avenue  was  charming,  as 
was  also  the  brief  stop  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  James 
Whitney  —  we  may  be  permitted  to  mention  his  name  — 
whose  beautiful  home  and  grapes,  and  —  well,  something 
else  —  arc  unsurpassed.  Arrived  at  the  lake  shore,  distant 
from  the  city  about  seven  miles,  the  target  was  in  place 
and  the  tiring  soon  began.  The  wind  was  fresh  from  the 
lake  and  made  straight  shooting  somewhat  difficult.  Some 
capital  shots  were,  however,  put  into  the  target,  Captain 
Lennox  hitting  it  three  times,  as  he  had  promised  to  do. 
Private  Hart,  as  has  been  stated,  took  the  medal. 

Shouldering  muskets  and  proceeding  to  the  Messrs. 
Stutson's,  both  companies  and  their  guests  partook  of  an 
elegant  collation,  which  was  exceedingly  refreshing  to  the 
inner  soldier.  Taking  then  the  good  steamer  Ontario,  we 
had  a  delightful  sail  of  several  miles  upon  the  green  waters 
of  the  lake.  The  wind  was  fresh,  but  tire  lake  was  com- 
paratively smooth,  so  that  no  inconvenience  was  experi- 
enced by  the  preceding  collation,  and  all  enjoyed  the  sail 
immensely.  We  had  missed  the  opera,  so  our  splendid 
band,  of  which  more  anon,  gave  a  beautiful  selection  from 
Trovatore,  and  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  charming  singing  on  the  part  of  the  Eoches- 
ter  ladies  aboard.  As  we  started  out  from  the  shore  a  laro-e 
delegation  of  Canadians  arrived  on  a  visit  to  Lochester. 
Upon  our  return  they  were  still  at  the  dock,  and  a  Zouave 
cheer  and  a  salute  from  both  companies  greeted  them. 
They  were  greatly  gratified,  and  confessed  that  although 
they  belonged  to  another  country  they  had  warm  hearts. 
Both  companies  were  treated  to  a  generous  supply  of  deli- 
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cious  grapes  from  the  neighboring  vineyard  of  Beck,  and 
reached  the  city  about  seven  o'clock. 

At  9J  o'clock  the  Blues,  Zouaves,  and  a  number  of  guests, 
sat  down  to  a  sumptuous  dinner  at  the  Osburn  House.  Mr. 
George  Thrall,  the  proprietor,  who  knows  how  to  do  things 
handsomely,  and  to  whom,  with  his  gentlemanly  assistants 
Messrs.  O.  8.  Gage,  and  II.  0.  Brown,  all  are  indebted  for 
many  attentions,  surpassed  himself  upon  this  occasion. 
The  room  was  beautifully  decorated  with  Mags  gracefully 
festooned.  At  one  end  the  motto  "Ducit  amor  patriae" 
was  displayed,  and  conspicuous  on  the  side  were  the  words 
"Welcome  Albany  Zouave  Cadets!"  We  are  glad  to  say 
that  there  was  no  liquor  of  any  kind  at  this  banquet.  Cer- 
tainly, it  was  not  needed  as  an  inspiration,  for  after  doing 
ample  justice  to  the  edibles,  there  was  a  glorious  flow  of 
soul. 

Major  Lee  opened  the  feast  of  reason  by  presenting  the 
gold  medal  to  private  Hart,  who  received  it  with  fitting 
words.  He  also  presented  a  most  elaborate  and  handsome 
medal  of  prime  leather  to  Sergeant  Burhans  for  the  worst 
shot  on  the  target,  and  the  Sergeant  gracefully  retired  upon 
his  honors.  President  Charles  E.  Dewey  of  the  Blues,  who 
was  evidently  at  home  in  the  chair,  and  presided  most  ad- 
mirably, then  made  a  neat  speech  of  welcome  and  closed 
with  a  toast  to  the  Zouaves  and  their  guests.  Captain 
Lennox  should  have  responded,  but  the  Captain  is  as  reti- 
cent as  he  is  gallant,  and,' forgetting  that  newspaper  men, 
as  well  as  captains,  are  always  modest,  insisted  that  an 
humble  member  of  the  fraternity  should  speak  for  him. 
Ex-Captain  Hill,  of  the  Blues,  made  a  witty  and  felicitous 
speech,  ending  with  a  story  which  brought  down  the  house. 
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Major  General  Robinson  was  called  for,  and  upon  rising 
was  received  with  nine  heart y  and  enthusiastic  cheers.  He 
spoke  briefly  and  effectively,  and,  in  reply  to  the  toast  to  the 
army  and  navy,  said  they  had  spoken  for  themselves  dur- 
ing the  past  tour  years.  General  Marvin  responded  in  fit- 
ting and  eloquent  words  to  the  toast  to  his  Excellency,  the 
Governor.  Mr.  Dawson,  of  the  Journal,  who  formerly 
resided  in  Rochester,  gave  some  interesting  reminiscences 
of  the  time  when  he  "sojored*'  in  that  town.  Col.  Mc- 
Quade,  of  Utica,  who  arrived  during  the  evening,  made  a 
speech  abounding  in  capital  hits  and  flashing  with  wit. 
Speeches  were  also  made  by  General  Fairchild,  Mr.  Ma- 
comber  and  others,  and  the  exercises  were  enlivened  with 
choice  music  by  the  Band  and  songs  by  Major  Lee  and 
Col.  McQuade.  The  exercises  closed  in  the  ;cwee  sma' 
hours''  with  "America/'  in  which  all  joined. 

Wednesday  morning  was  devoted  to  visiting  the  city 
and  its  attractions  in  an  informal  way.  Rochester  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  cities  on  the  continent.  A  larsre 
proportion  of  its  houses  are  not  only  architecturally  hand- 
some, but  are  surrounded  by  tasteful  grounds  beautified 
with  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  country  around  the  city  is 
also  very  attractive,  and  a  ride  in  any  direction  is  sure  to 
be  pleasant.  Some  visited  the  University  cabinet  and 
looked  upon  the  genuine  ''gorilla,'''  others  went  to  Captain 
"Wydell's  house,  the  lower  falls,  the  cemetery,  &c.  A  trio, 
General  M.,  Col.  McQ.,  and  a  certain  civilian,  were  taken 
in  charge  by  Capt.  Ives,  and  had  a  delightful  ride  behind 
his  spanking  ponies.  Passing  along  East  Avenue,  which 
is  lined  upon  both  sides  with  splendid  residences,  we 
crossed  over  to  the  Pinnacle,  from  which  the  finest  view  of 
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Rochester  nestled  among  the  trees  is  afforded,  and  then 
proceeded  to  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery.  This  place  unites  to  an 
appropriate  somberness,  a  beauty,  natural  and  artificial, 
rarely  equaled. 

Leaving  the  Cemetery,  we  drove  to  the  extensive  and 
inviting  nursery  of  Frost  &  Co.,  the  firm  being  now  com- 
posed of  the  brothers  Henry  and  Edward.  Here  we  met 
with  a  most  cordial  reception.  Plucking  from  their  copi- 
ous vines  grapes  of  various  and  exquisite  flavor,  partaking 
of  other  luscious  fruit,  wandering  through  the  grounds 
and  hot-houses  tilled  with  young  trees,  flowers  of  richest 
hues  and  gorgeous  and  luxuriant  exotics,  we  spent  a  most 
agreeable  half  hour,  and  returned  to  the  city  not  a  little 
reluctant  to  leave  so  winsome  a  garden.  In  returning  we 
drove  over  that  fine  portion  of  the  city,  Cornhill,  which  is 
crowned  with  so  many  lovely  residences. 

"Wednesday  afternoon  was  assigned  for  the  grand  parade 
and  drill,  and  the  parade  of  two  such  companies  as  the 
Elites  and  the  Zouaves  was  sufficient  to  attract  the  whole 
city.  The  Rochester  Union  Blues  is  one  of  the  finest  compa- 
nies in  the  state.  Composed  of  the  best  young  men  in  the 
place,  animated  by  a  high  purpose,  admirably  drilled  and 
skilled  in  the  tactics,  it  is  j  nstly  the  pride  of  the  citizens.  Its 
officers,  Captain  Cornelius  Way  dell,  First  Lieutenant  L. 
A.  Pratt,  Second  Lieutenant  L.  A.  "Ward,  are  gentlemanly 
and  cultivated  men,  as  indeed  are  all  of  the  members,  and 
their  bearing  throughout  was  alike  creditable  to  themselves 
and  grateful  to  their  guests.  The  companies  took  up  their 
line  of  march  about  4  o'clock,  the  Blues  with  Newman's 
excellent  band  in  advance,  and  the  Zouaves  with  theirs  fol- 
lowing.    As  the  procession  marched  through  the  streets  it 
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presented  a  fine  appearance.  Both  companies  advanced 
with  great  precision  and  regularity  of  movement,  and  the 
beautiful  contrast  between  their  uniforms  (the  one  being 
all  blue  with  white  lacings,  and  the  other  mainly  red),  as 
well  as  their  soldierly  attainments,  were  the  subject  of 
universal  commendation. 

After  marching  through  the  principal  streets  the  proces- 
sion halted  in  front  of  the  court  house,  and  the  Zouaves 
went  through  with  a  drill.  Our  city  has,  for  many  years, 
been  distinguished  for  its  tine  military  organizations,  and 
we  have  several  now  which  would  be  no  discredit  anywhere. 
The  Zouaves,  upon  this  occasion,  reflected  great  credit  upon 
the  city  and  greatly  honored  themselves.  There  was  a  vast 
concourse  of  the  beauty  and  grace  of  Rochester  in  attend- 
ance, and  the  space  for  drilling  was  unavoidably  limited. 
This  tended  to  interfere  somewhat  with  the  exercise,  but 
the  accuracy  with  which  the  company  movements  were 
executed,  ami  the  manual  of  arms  was  gone  through  with, 
elicited  repeated  applause.  The  Zouaves  maintained  the 
high  reputation  which  they  have  long  enjoyed.  The  drill 
was  interspersed  with  music  by  the  band,  and  this  band,  by 
the  way,  deserves  more  than  passing  notice.  It  is  one  of 
the  finest  we  ever  heard,  and  such  was  the  remark  of  all. 
It  is  a  regular  army  band,  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Charles  Rehm,  and  is  stationed  at  Fort  Columbus,  Xew 
York  harbor.  Every  member  seemed  to  be  a  perfect  artist, 
and  the  music,  sometimes  soft  and  flute-like,  sometimes 
swelling  but  harmonious,  was  always  of  the  highest  order. 
Besides  their  unrivaled  music,  the  band  was  very  accom- 
modating. 

The  drill  over,  the  companies  returned  to  the  armory  and 


the  hotel.  The  evening  passed  rapidly  away  in  social  inter- 
course, and  soon  the  hour  for  departure  came.  With 
cheers  for  their  entertainment,  the  company  left  the  Oshurn 
House  under  the  escort  of  the  Blues,  and  marched  to  the 
depot,  and  at  9  o'clock,  after  a  cordial  shaking  of  the  hands, 
the  train  hore  us  homeward,  while  the  depot  rang  with  the 
parting  salutes.  All  came  away  with  the  most  pleasant 
recollections  of  Rochester,  the  most  grateful  sentiments 
towards  its  hospitable  people,  a  warm  love  for  its  glorious 
Union  Blues,  and  a  strong  determination  to  get  them  here 
at  no  distant  day,  and  reciprocate  the  kindness  which  was 
manifested,  not  only  in  the  grand  demonstrations  hut  in  the 
most  delicate  attentions. 

Arriving  here  at  Gl  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  the  com- 
pany soon  after  proceeded  to  the  Delavan  House,  where, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  host,  a  most  elegant  and  boun- 
tiful breakfast  was  provided  by  their  Albany  friends.  This 
unexpected  kindness  was  most  heartily  appreciated.  After 
thus  strengthening  the  inner  man  the  company  prepared 
for  inspection  with  the  brigade,  and  so  ended  one  of  the 
finest  excursions  that  ever  left  the  city. 

"We  are  sure  that  we  express  the  feeling  of  all  the  guests 
when  we  say,  that  they  feel  greatly  indebted  to  Capt.  Len- 
nox, Lieutenants  Benton  and  Watson,  and  all  the  mem- 
bers, for  many  attentions.  They,  no  less  than  the  Zouaves, 
will  Ions;  cherish  the  memory  of  this  delightful  jaunt.

THE  Zouaves,  through  Wednesday,  were  made  very  happy 
by  the  unbounded  hospitalities  and  kindness  of  their 
hosts,  and  the  citizens  generally,  of  Rochester.  The 
day,  until  4  o'clock,  was  occupied  in  a  round  of  social 
pleasures.  Early  in  the  day  carriages  were  provided  for 
them,  and,  accompanied  by  the  "Blues,"  they  visited  all 
the  sights  of  the  city.  The  day  was  delightful,  and  it  was 
fully  enjoyed.  By  invitation  of  Messrs.  Elwanger  &  Barry, 
the  company  visited  the  immense  nurseries  of  those  gentle- 
men, and  were  splendidly  entertained.  Messrs.  E.  k  B. 
are  princes  in  all  gentlemanly  courtesies,  and  kings  in 
generous  hospitality.  The  bovs  had  such  a  feast  of  fruits 
as  they  will  not  soon  forget,  and  entertainments  and  col- 
lations were  provided  for  them  by  several  of  their  military 
friends. 

The  Parade  took  place  at  4  o'clock,  and  was  witnessed 
by  thousands  of  spectators.  The  boys  did  nobly.  Their 
evolutions  were,  marked  by  the  most  soldierly  precision, 
and  elicited  the  highest  encomiums  of  military  critics. 
The  Albanians  present  were  proud  of  them,  as  all  our 
citizens  would  have  been  had  they  witnessed,  not  only 
their  skill  as  soldiers  but  their  behavior  as  gentlemen. 

On  this  occasion,  as  during  the  whole  trip,  the  U.  S. 
Band,  which    accompanied   them,  won    golden    opinions. 
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
